ing the 0.D. and khaki uniforms but only the lerge sizes seem to be forthcoming, It 
is a good thing we are not too near civilization or I would feel slightly tackily 
clad, (My nurses G.I. outfit does not fit. me very well,) I am writing this on my 
-lap in my tent huddled over an oil stove borrowed for the evening. We have had 
wonderful weather for a week, but yesterday the rains came again and does it rain 
here = mud, mud, mud. Tt is getting very cold at night now but midday is not too 
bad™y <7

2lst. Col. Sluss writes, "Receiving the 2lst number, the December issue of the 
Record and Chronicle, the first to my knowledge to reach this country, was thrilling, 
While many persons mentioned were strangers, enough names were familiar to make me 
feel, after eighteen years, that I still belong. Few surgeons are assigned to this 
Persian Gulf Command, yet Ruptured and Crippled has alumi in most localities. I 
can*t remember names, except Harold Rutledge, from Kentucky who invaded Camp Shelby 
with me before Pearl Harbor. Description of life in Persia requires the talents of 
a literator to make interesting reading and even then, it would sound like a fairy 
story. After a year however, the Army has established Posts comparing favorably 
with desert camps in Texas and obscuring the local color. Fresh meat arriving at 
last is said to be accentuating the wolfing instincts of some officers, nurses ere 
ata premiums ten line officers with transportation to every nurse, but medical 
officers, without transportation, are lowest on the priority list.
